Taking advantage of an order issued 
by the commission, several days ago 
granting the Delaware & Hudson per- 
mission to make rates lower for a longer 
than for a shorter hau. in the same di- 
rection and by a new route, the Dela- 
ware & Hudson has filed a tariff effective 
June 15, which reduced the freight rates 
from New York to Chicago from 75 cents 
a hundred pounds, first class, to 62 cents 
a hundred pounds, the rates on other 
classes of freight being properly lower. 

The new route taken advantage of is 
by the Hudson Navigation Company and 
Murray's line, from New York city to 
Albany, thence by the Delaware & Hud- 
son to Binghamton, N. Y., and thence by 
the Erie railroad to Chicago. 

By the new tariff, the rates to inter- 
mediate points between New York and 
Chicago are proportionately higher than 
they are for the full distance. 

No reason is known to the interstate 
commerce commisison for the proposed 
cutting of rates. 


CENSUS SHOWS 
BUSINESS GAINS 
IN BAY STATE 


WASHINGTON—A statement of the 
general results of the census of manufac- 
tures of Milford and Plymouth, Mass., 
was issued recently by Acting Census 
Director Falkner. It contains sgum- 
maries, comparing the figures for 1904 
and 1909, by city totals. 

The summary for Milford shows in- 
creases in every items. 

There were 53 establishments in 1909 
as compared with 44 in 1904, an increase 
of 9, or 20 per cent. 

The value of products was $4,442,000 
in 1909 and $3,391,000 in 1904, am increase 
of $1,051,000, or 31 per cent. The aver- 
age per establishment was approximately 
$84,000 in 1909 and about $77,000 in 1904. 

Plymouth’s sutmmary also shows in- 
creases in many items. 

There were 32 eatablishments in 1909, 
as compared with 35 in 1904, a decrease 
of 3, or 9 per cent. 

The value of products was $11,618,000 
in 1908 and $21,116,000 in 1904, an in- 
crease of $502,000, or 5 per cent. The 
average per establishment was approxi- 
mately 000 in 71909, and about

FOREIGN ENVOYS SAY 


NEW YORK—Foreign delegates to the 
forthcoming international peace meeting 
at Lake Mohonk were entertained at a 
luncheon on Monday afternoon in the 
National Arts Club. Clergymen of many 
denominations attended and all declared 
that other countries looked to America 
to lead in the peace movement. 

The luncheon was preceded by a meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Federation 
of Churches, at which the Rev. W. Moore 
Ede, dean of Worcester, was to have 
been the principal speaker. As his boat 
was delayed he did not arrive until just 
before the luncheon, so that the only 
speeches in the morning meeting were 
made by the Rev. John Clifford, presi- 
dent of the Council of the Evangelical 
Free Churches of Great Britain, the Rev. 
Frederick Lynch and Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise.

Arbitration opportuni- 
ties in New England are considered to be 
exceptionally promising. Fortified by 
the fact that most of the great leaders 
in the cause“were New Englanders by 
birth or residence, and that the pioneer 
work was done in the rock-ribbed states 
bordering on the Atlantic, few additional 
arguments should be needed to make 
New England more than ever a peace 
promoting locality. 

When the World Peace Foundation 
took the place of the International School 
of Peace, the founder and mainstay of 
these organizations decided to continue 
the executive work in Boston. Interna- 
tional in its scope, the World Peace 
Foundation is in a secure financial con- 
dition through the munificence of Edwin 
Ginn, who for years has given of his 
time and money in furtherance of the 
peace movement throughout the world. 
The reorganization of the school of peace 
was marked by a legal provision whereby 
Mr. Ginn makes available annually the 
sum of $50,000 to be used as the board 
of trustees sees fit. 

It is to men like Mr. Ginn and his 
associates in the World Peace Foundation 
that Baron d’Estournelles de Constant 
attributes the advanced position which 
the United States occupies as a peace 
loving nation. The French statesman, 
whose American tour is now almost at 
an end, again and again voices his ad- 
miration of the persistence with which 
New England holds to the arbitration 
doctrine in the face of opposition that 
now, fortunately, is almost obliterated.

It is hardly to be wondered, therefore, 


that Baron d’Estournelles has set aside 
an entire week for New England and he 
will carry with him from there to the 
Lake Mohonk. conference, where he is to 
be a speaker, one more lasting impression 
relative to American cooperation in the 
common cause.

Richard H. Dana is 
treasurer of the corporation which in 
reality has a foundation of $1,000,000, 
Mr. Ginn’s gift is the largest single 
appropriation, excepting Mr. Carnegie’s 
$10,000,000, ever bestowed on the peace 
cause. 

Among others closely identified with 
the World Peace Foundation are James 
Brown Scott, secretary of the Carnegie 
Peace Fund, and editor of the Journal 
of International Law; James A. Mac- 
donald, editor of the Toronto Globe, and 
who strongly advocates the Taft arbi- 
tration negotiations with Great Britan; 
Hamilton Holt, editor of the Independ- 
ent ard president of the recent third 
national peace congress at.

Foundation lead into many avenues, and 
assume unique aspects frequently, An 
instance in point is the peace mission of 
Miss Anna Eckstein of Boston, who is 
traveling through European countries ob- 
taining signatures to a monster petition 
to be presented at the next Hague con- 
ference. Miss Eckstein travels in a 
measure under the joint auspices of the 
World Peace Foundation and the Amer- 
ican Peace Society.

Until the establishment of the Massa- 
chusetts Peace Society, the Connecticut 
Peace Society was alone during recent 
years in representing New England peace 
activity through direct organization. Like 
the Massachusetts society however the 
Connecticut society is a branch of the 
American Peace Society. Connecticut 
earned the gratitude of all New England 
peace advocates by successfully enginter- 
ing the New England Peace and Arbitra-

In 1831 the Connecticut Peace Society 
was formed with John Caldwell presi- 
dent, Thomas H. Gallaudet correspond. 
ing secretary and Henry Grew assistant 
corresponding secretary and treasurer. 
The vice-presidents were P. M. Sherman, 
Thomas Hubbard, William P. Cleaveland, 
George Benson, Elisha Stearns, Jonathan 
Brau and William Watson. 

In the meantime the Hartford County 
Peace Society still flourished. From 1835 
to 1837 there were three distinct peace 
societies in Hartford. In 1836 the 
American Peace Society moved its head- 
quarters to Boston, and with interest 
in the work slackening with the approach 
of the, civil war most ‘ocal societies 
throughout the country ceased activity. 
It was not until 1906 that the new Con- 
necticut Peace Society was organized as 
a branch of the American Peace So- 
ciety. 

Of the earlier peace societies in New 
England, New Hampshire can claim three, 
at Portsmouth, Concord and Hanover. 
The first board of directors of the Amer- 
ican Peace Society contained three New 
‘Hampshire names. Among the sons and 
daughters of the state active in the work 
are Prof. Harlan P. Amen. Mrs. Lucia 
Ames Mead, Edwin D. Mead, Prof. 
James F. Colby, William J. Tucker, for- 
mer Gov. N. J. Bachelder, master of the 
National Grange. William Ladd, the 
founder of the American Peace Society, 
was born in New Hampshire. 

There is plenty of work in store for 
the Massachusetts Peace Society. It is 
expected, however, that the visit of 
Baron d’Estogrnelles de Constant to 
New England will assist materially in 
drawing closer the scattered forces. No 
other section of the United States hag a 
similar historic past on which to rear the 
modern arbitration structure. By re- 
moving the executive offices to Washing- 
ton, the American Peace Society indi- 
cated a way whereby each New England 
state can move along by its own efforts 
while the general supervision can best 
be conducted from the national capital.

STANDING OF THE 
CLEARING HOUSE 
BANKS OF BOSTON 


The individual reserve standing of 
local national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table given 
below. In addition to the legal reserve 
carried here and in New York (one half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present, as indicated by the ex- 
cess reserve in New York. The excess of 
deposits with New York reserve agents 
over the amount which may be counted 
as half of legal reserve is here counted 
part of reserve instead of simply an off- 
set to deposit liabilities, as is done in 
figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
be deducted from the total reserves in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact. 

No reserve is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits. The table follows:

SHOE AND LEATHER TRADES | 


SHOW REMARKABLE CONTRAST 


Little Activity Beyond Sampling Biisiness in Shoe Indus- 
try While Reports Say There’ Is Good Demand for 
Leather and Prices Are Higher: 


Information from the shoe salesmen 
now on the road contains little which 
would give much promise for immediate 
and as future conditions are 
largely problematical, there is nothing 
of an assuring character upon which the 
manufacturers may base their actions. 

Direct reports from some of-the men 
show little doing beyond a sampling 
business. Buyers appear somewhat. in 
doubt as to the wisdom of their selec- 
tions, so many are the styles offered 


for their consideration. Then again, the 
time intervening between sampling and 
actual selling is so long the buyers fear 
that new creations may appear which 
might affect the selling quality of those 
already purchased. 

The fact that the salesmen are not 
obtaining the usual number of orders 
for immediate business is not so very 
significant, as such orders are now being 
mailed direct, reports from the factories 
showing a fairly good number received 
here during the past 10 davs. One fac- 
tory reported orders for 45,000 pairs of 
ladies’ low and high cuts to be shipped 
“soon as made.” Still the general trade 
is slack and the average manufacturer 
is prepared to make goods at short 
notice. 

Makers of men’s shoes were in receipt 
of a.number of orders the past week and 
though moderate in amount have caused 
a better feeling. 

Medium to high-priced shoes have re- 
ceived the major portion of the buyers’ 
attention lately, a few making these 
grades stating a reserve of from four to 
six weeks ahead of the cutting-room. 
The cheaper grades have been more ac- 
tive recently, and, though the orders 
average small, they are frequent, some 
houses ordering almost daily. 

The Lynn factories are for the most 
part busy and occasionally one was 
found running full. Manufacturers in 
that city were quite optimistic and, were 
the labor affairs more tranquil, the Lynn 
business would have a very bright out- 
look. 

What is said of Lynn will also apply | 
to Haverhill manufacturers making sim- 
ilar lines. Those Haverhill factories-spe- 
cializing low cut footwear are at the end 
of their run and the dulness in those 
shops is not unexpected. Those making 
Christmas goods are working steadily 
preparing shipments according to con- 
tract agreements. Throughout Haver- 
hill and its distant environs there was 
satisfaction expressed over the past sea- 
son’s business. 

The lateness of placing orders for 
Warm goods is quite remarkable consid- 
ering the small stocks in the hands of 
the wholesalers. That the trade will 
soon start is the belief of those making 
the lines. 

The demand fee children’s shoes is 
good enough to call it continuous and a 
better general condition could not have 
made this branch of the shoe trade any 
more satisfactory: 

There were rumors of large orders for 
men’s long-legged boots having been re- 
ceived, but they could not be authen- 
ticated. Such reports smack of old times, 
as these boots are nearly obsolete. 

An effort toward the curtailment of 
the number of styles, which bother the 
buyer and annoy the manufacturer, is 
being made with the hope of its suc- 
cess. But it seems to be the consensus 
of opinion that the keen competition so 
‘conspicuous within the ranks of all the 
different branches of the shoe trade will 
prove a stumbling block, for neither the 

manufacturer nor buyer would dare exer- 
. cise, any such determination and leave 
an open field for freaks and fads to 
competitors. ‘Hoavever desirable it might 
be to all, it, is considered beyond the 
power of, makers or buyers of- shoes to 
regulate 4t, and any changes which may 
take place must come from the con- 
sumers, but as they too are subservient 
to fasHion’s call, little may be expected 
at present. 

There is such a contrast between the 
leather business the shoe business it 
almost makes one feel that the reports 
of both lack the element of truth 

The trading in hemlock sole leather 
has been brisk the past week, and it is 
emphatically. declared that a cent ad- 
vance was obtained. It was‘alsp stated 
that the size of the orders was not, af- 
fected by it. Several grades of hemlock 
are sold down to bare ‘floors and as re- 
ceipts are below ne are: im- 
mediately applied to waiting orders.

Con- 
siderable side leather hag no doubt 
changed hands of late, the“ contracting 
coming chiefly from the large operators, 
still the smaller ones were in the anar- 
ket, also. Colors hold their popularity 
and are in all contracts. 

Calf skin finishers have closed some 
good sized contracts, and claim to have 
done so at a slight advance. As these 
orders are to be used in making up 
shoes bought for fall delivery, it would 
be hard to obtain an advance from fac- 
tory buyers. 

Russia calf will continue to be a prime 
seller this fall. 

A brighter aspect surrounds the split 
leather market and prices for heavier 
weights have advanced a little. The 
firm condition of the calf and side 
leather markets has helped the split 
finishers much. Light weights also are 
being inquired for, but the surplus is 
too great to expect anything more than 
a demand. 

Patent colt, kid and side leathers .are 
showing an improving trade and the 
liberal size of some of the contracts is 
assuring, and japaners are moving with 
confidence as regards the future. Now 
that the foreign buyer has begun to use 
this stock, shipments abroad are fre- 
quent and the steady growth is shown 
by the records of last week, which ex- 
celled in amount all previous shipment. 

The glazed kid market is much im- 
proved. A steady trade was noted and, 
although it was below what the dealers 
were once accustomed to, it was very 
satisfactory, the former buyers visiting 
the market with more frequency and 
leaving orders for fair amounts of stock. 
The export trade is growing, and some 
say the record for 1911 will excel all 
previous years. Reports from the United 
States consuls continue to sound a warn- 
ing to shippers in regard to packages 
being Por a fastened. Besides thei: 
official letters to Washington setting 
forth the losses accountable to poor 
packing, a photograph of merchandise 


|taken after being landed on a foreign 
| pier was included, and the pictured con- 


dition of the packages would benefit al! 
/engaged in the business, could they see 
| them. 

A number of manufacturers have been 
complaining this season of the cool, in 
different manner the jobbers exhibit 
when countermanding parts of orders 
which were accepted in good faith from 
those authorized to place them, and the 
reason for such action being that condi- 
tions showed that agents had overbought. 
The loss in such cases is altogether too 
great to be regarded with indifference, 
and a movement will soon be made to 
remedy this matter. 


M'ADOO TUNNEL 
FINANCES BETTER 


Officials of the Hudson & Manhattan 
railroad, the McAdoo tunnels, are con- 
fident that the current fiscal year to 
end March 31, 1912, will be the last 
during which fixed charges on _ the 
bonded debt will not be fully earned. 
For the year just concluded the company 
came within $41,890 of earning fixed 
charges and this was after paying al- 
most $50,000 more in fixed charges than 
the year before. The company now has 
but $14,500,000 bonds on which interest 
is being, charged to construction ac- 
eount, while interest on $50,000,000 is 
being met directly from income. 

The progress of the McAdoo tunnels 
has been somewhat slower than was 
originally estimated, due to construction 
delays. The growth has been very steady 
and gains once made have been sur- 
prisingly held despite weather changes. 
At the moment the company. is carrying 
160,000 persons daily. On July 1 the 
extension to Newark in connection with 
the Pennsylvania railroad will be opened 
for the first time and it is estimated 
this wil ladd between 35,000 and 40,000 
to the daily passenger toll, bringing the 
aggregate up to approximately 200,000. 

Harvey Fisk & Son, the bankers for 
the property, have just concluded the 
sale abroad of between $2,509,000 and 
$3,000,000 41% per cent bonds. This will 
give sufficient funds to complete the 
Newark extension and take care of the 
uneonverted balance of the Hudson com- 
pany notes maturing Oct. 15 next. This 
step practically marks the completion 
of McAdoo financing.

in the fact that Italy is advancing per- 
sistently and firmly in the way of true 
progress through the framing of %m- 
proved laws. 

The Italian civil code, although one 
of the best in Europe, had several anac- 
ronisms in it which needed to be re- 
moved, especially concerning the 
civil organization of the family or family 
rights. | 

In the year 1905 the minister of Justice 
appointed a commission to revise the civ il 
code, formed of many of the most promi- 
nent Italian men. The work was arduous 
but nevertheless well accomplished. 

This year the proposals of the com- 
mission are to be presented to the House 
of Deputies and to the Senate. If 


those 


add to these proposals the other laws | 


discussed and approved, we can see that 
by the beginning of next year Italy. will 
have made a very important step for- 
ward. 

The number of Italians who have the 
right to vote for the deputies will 
amount to 1,500,000, while Italian women 
have already obtained the right to vote 
for the Boards of Trade, and to be super- 
intendents of instruction, public charity, 
and assistance to the poor, as well as 
being in the customs office. 

The law regarding the rights 
woman toward her husband and children 
has been revised. 

Special laws for the 
many kinds of evil have already 
adopted and are being strictly enforced. 
These laws relate to the purification of 
the press, of places of entertainment 
and to the closing of undesirable houses. 
A stringent law has been enacted in re- 
gard to the conduct of young people. 

The American system of education has 
been adopted in many Signor 
Luzzatti is bringing forward a 
which, if passed into law, will forbid 
the sale of spirits and cigars to young 
people. So it may said that Italy 
is celebrating its half century of free- 
dom in the very best way, and far more 
by the adoption of good laws than by 
the great fetes which produce no more 
than a passing moment of prosperity 
to the country.

TRAMCAR DECLARED 


WOnoT OBSTRUCTION 
IN LONDON'S TRAFFIC 


(Special to the Monitor.) 


LONDON—The traffic branch of the 
Board of Trade recently inquired into 
the amount of obstruction caused in a 
London street by vehicles of different 
sorts. And‘the following figures which 
were obtained for what may be called 
the co-efficient of obstruction are not 
the result of guesswork, but were ar- 
rived at after careful investigation. 

The private motor car and’ the motor 
cab cause the least obstruction and are 
represented by the figure 1; next in order 
come the private horse-drawn carriage, 
the horse-drawn cab, the fast commercial 
motor vehicle, causing twice’ as much 
obstruction and therefore credited with 
the figure 2; then follow the motor omni- 
bus and fast one-horse trade vehicle, 
rated at 3; 
at 4; the horse omnibus and slow motor 
van at 5; the slow one-horse trade 
vehicle at 7; the slow pair horse van 


and the electric tram at 10. 


The great obstructive effect of the lat- 


iter, in spite of its high speed is due to 


the fact that it is confined to a fixed 
track; and those who have occasion to 
streets which are traversed by elec 
tramways will not be likely to con- 
sider that this class of traffic has been 
unduly highly rated.

It has always been the ideal of Chris- 
tian teaching so to interpret the charac- 
ter of the Christ as to impel mankind to 
follow in this line of thought and action. 
Nevertheless in view of the paramount 
importance of the subject, promising as 
it does a practical and full salvation 
from all evil, one cannot but be im- 
pressed with the confusion of ideas ad- 
vanced thereon and wonder what funda- 
mental error is at.the basis of this con- 
fusion. The teachings of Christian 5Sel- 
ence furnish a rational explanation of 
this problem in the plain statement that 
in proportion as spiritual Truth has been 
confined to personal interpretation and 
sonfused with the personality of Its ex- 
ponent, to that extent its practical value 
has been lost sight of and that true 
“hristian doctrine is based upon an im- 
personal and not a personal Saviour. 

With the first statement by professed 
Christians that the Christ was actually 
an eternal mighty Truth declaring men’s 
,spiritual being whose presence ever 
touches hum&’n consciousness to purify, 
enlarge and spiritualize, there arose @ 
chorus of indignant protest from those 
who believed such a standpoint implied 
irreverence toward the one incomparable 
Christ Jesus, but as the passing years 
disclosed the fact that this impersonal 
view revealed the true character of the 
Master and demanded both reverence and

love for him this protest gradually les- | 


sened. Through these teachings the real 
import of gospel history has been de- 
clared, its most wonderful events prop- 
erly explained and its lessons made prac- 
tical today and thus its sacredness more 
deeply emphasized. In Jesus’ experience

His dull disciples did 
not understand this statement of indi- 
vidual responsibility and freedom until 
the further revelation on the day of 
Pentecost, when they suddenly realized 
the fact that their Christ, the one and 
only Way and fWrruth and Life, was. still 
guiding them and would continue wher- 
ever declared to heal the sick and save 
the sinner, It wag then that with a con- 
sciousness of spiritual being all sense of* 
separation disappeared and they went 
forth to do the works their Master did. 
They recognized the Christ within and 
awakened toa less personal sense of things. 
In some degree they realized that idea! 
stated so clearly by Paul in his epistle 
to the Corinthians: “Henceforth know we 
no man after the flesh. Yea, though we 
have known Christ after t flesh, yet 
now henceforth know we him no more.” 
Thereafter every experience taught them 
more clearly that the inward conscious- 
ness of spiritual life, of- man’s relation.

EDITORIAL .

In so far as the Diaz and Madero influences 
can control the situation, it seems highly 
probable that peace will at once be reestab- 
lished in Mexico. Articles of agreement 
have been sigmed by authorized represent- 
atives of the regular and revolutionary gov- 
ernments, and announcement of the settle- 
ment has been despatched throughout the 
republic and to foreign countries. Assum- 
ing that the terms of the agreement be 
faithfully observed, a new government will soon be installed at 
the capital whose most important immediate task will be the restora- 
tion of good order in the isolated districts. The development and 
industry of Mexico, checked six months ago by the outbreak of 
rebellion, should now be promptly resumed. Thanks to the firmness 
of Madero in the handling of his followers, and to the obvious 
determination of the United States to protect foreign interests, the 
harm done has been much less than might reasonably have been 
expected, considering the opportunities for lawlessness created by 
the insurrection. 

Among the 300 delegates to the peace conference which begins 
at Mohonk lake, N. Y., on Wednesday will be some of the foremost 
advocates of international arbitration, men who for years have 
been closely studying every phase of the international peace ques- 
tion. Heretofore on all such occasions most of the time of. the 
delegates has been taken up with discussions relating to the attitude 
of the great powers toward the arbitration and disarmament ques- 
tions, and toward each other. In view of the pending proposals 
for unlimited arbitration between the United States, Great Britain 
and France, it is to be expected that the present conference will be 
disposed to cling to established procedure in this respect. There 
is, to be sure, much to be said, and much to be done, with regard 
to the tremendous forward step which the peace movement is about 
to take, and time consumed by the delegates in exchanging con- 
gratulations will not be wholly lost. Human sympathy must con- 
tinue to be a concomitant of every movement really worth while. 
But so far as this country is concerned, the counsel and moral 
imluence of the Mohonk conference are very much needed with 
reference to a phase of the universal peace question that will not 
be touched by conventions between the United States and any Eur- 
opean nation. For geographical reasons, it is a matter of prime 
interest to this country that peace shall be maintained throughout 
Latin America. Of special interest is it to the United States that 
peace shall be preserved in those Latin republics lying nearest. 
While the greater work of bringing the powers into line with the 
universal-peace idea is progressing and prospering, therefore, it 
would seem that the Mohonk and otfer similar gatherings would 
be serving a good purpose by giving consideration to such condi- 
tions as those recently existing in Mexico and other neighboring 
republics, with the view of determining how they can be met and 
overcome in their incipiency. 

This can be accomplished, of course, only by enlisting the 
cooperation of the Latin republics. Unlimited arbitration is the 
point toward which the civilized world is working. Unlimited 
arbitration means that there shall be no limitation to the powers 
of international judicial courts. Internal as well as _ external 
troubles, it is presumed, will be brought before them for adjudica- 
tion. The operation of international justice should permit of no 
exceptions. The Mohonk conference should be able at least to 
pave the way to a freer and fuller application of the international 
arbitration court idea, an application that would mean great things 
for these continents.

Mohonk 


THE new reconstruction period for Mexico may be said to 
date from May 21. : 


THosE who are possessed of long-distance 
touring cars and leisure, as well as those 
who hope some day to be possessed of them, 
or of long-distance excursion tickets, will 
be interested in the information that a pub- 
licly owned, scenic roadway is projected to 
connect the two great national parks of the 
Northwest, Yellowstone and Glacier. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Hamilton, Mont., 
is the promoter of the enterprise. It pro- 
poses that after the countries of Gallatin, Madison, Beaverhead, 
Ravilla, Missoula, Flathead and Teton, in Montana, have been 
induced to contribute liberally toward the carrying out of the enter- 
prise, the state itself shall also appropriate a good round sum, and 
that then the national government shall be asked to lend a hand. 
The road will be about 400 miles in length. Because of the topog- 
raphy the roadWay will be half-crescent shaped. It will pass through 
mountainous country, wild but wondrously picturesque. 

The claim for government aid will be based on the fact that 
such a highway will enable visitors to travel easily between the 
two greatest parks in the world and, what is equally desirable from 
an educational and uplifting point of view, to see the magnificent 
country that lies between. Some idea of what this country has to 
offer may be obtained from a casual study of the proposed route. 
Beginning at the western entrance to the Yellowstone reservation, 
the road runs west by north, passing numerous lakes, through the 
southern panhandle of Gallatin counfy and over to Monida in Mad- 
ison, where it connects with the Oregon Short Line railroad. Then 
it’ enters the Beaverhead Creek country, passes Jackson Hot Springs, 
runs through the Bitter Root valley, by Flathead lake, touches 
Kalispell and Columbia falls} and enters Glacier park through a 
country as magmificently rugged as any on the continent. 

One public benefit to be obtained by the carrying out of this 
project-is not mentioned in connection with it. In order that full 
advantage might be taken of the 400-mile stretch between the two 
great national parks; another roadway should be constructed to 
connect with the highway system of Nebraska. 
there should be a good continuous roadway from the Missouri river 
to Yellowstone park, and the construction of the Mantana highway 
would be certain to create a demand for it. Sooner or later the 
widespread employment of the. automobile will make it necessary 
that roads shall be constructed to and from all points of inter- 
t and West, North and South. 
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‘THE department of state at Washington ‘is 
justly proud of the record it has made in- 
the line of dollar diplomacy during the last 
two years. It is so proud of its achieve- 
ments as an advance agent of American 
trade that it accepts cheerfully the derisive 
characterization which its policy has received 
from the tongue of a. western senator. 
Dollar diplomacy is Hardly. the term that 
should be applied to legitimate efforts 
employed by the department of state to advance the material’ inter- 
ests of the country;, but since it has been used, and since it seems 
to stick, it is as well to take it pleasantly and to show what it 
really means. | ) 

It is claimed by the department in a pamphlet just. issued that 
in return for the expenditure of $100,000 the United States, through 
its offices, has procured during the last two years contracts abroad 
to the value of $200,000,000. The $100,000 referred to was appro- 
priated by Congress in August, 1909, for the promotion of Amer- 
ican trade and commerce. With this money at its disposal, the 
state department created new offices, and experts were brought into 
it from all parts pf the world. Thus the department was enabled 
to get into touch with affairs of commercial moment in Latin 
America, China and elsewhere. As a result, American interests 
have obtained contracts for Argentine naval equipment amounting 
to $23,000,000, have been able to participate im the Chinese loan 
for railway building to the extent of $30,000,000, in the Chrmese 
currency reform loan for $50,000,000, and in contracts for rail- 
way construction in Asia Minor which involve expenditures of 
between $100,000,000 and $150,000,000. 

To be exact, the money at the disposal of the state department 
in this particular has amounted to twice the sum named, since a 
second allowance of $100,000 aas provided last year. This armual 
appropriation does not meet. all the expenses incurred in carrying 
out the department's new policy. It simply helps to do so. It 
would seem as pf the return on the investment should be regarded 
as Satisfactory ‘by all reasonable people. The Umited States must 
find employment abroad for its surplus products, manufactures and 
money. It can hardly continue to live within itself. What the 
department of state is doing its practically in response to a demand 
from the press, the commerce associations and the public in general 
that the foreign trade of the country be promoted. All classes inter- 
ested in trade extension are’a unit in the position ‘that if the United 
States 1s to build up a greater toreign commerce it must come into 
closer contact with the nations whose trade it seeks, and that it 
can do this best by following the policy of Great Britain, Germany 
and France in making loans to assist in the development of those 
This is particularly applicable to South America and the 
Orient. Dollar diplomacy its an educational influence:as_well-as 
a stimulant to trade. Within proper limitations it is sound and 
useful diplomacy, and none the less desirable because its ways are 
ways of peace.

A WRITER in the columns of a contemporary, 
in speaking of the qualifications of the Rt. 
Hon. James Bryce to perform the duties of 
sritish ambassador at Washington, says 
that among them is his “unrivaled capacity 
for understanding American thought.” 
‘That Mr. Bryce has given the world a book 
that 1s an authority upon the general charac- 
teristics of government in the United States 
is mot to be denied. He has told Americans 
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a good deal about themselves that they did not know and, 1n many 
cases, given them an interest in the broad rules of American pop- 
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ular government that they did not possess. Whether in writing 
the book that has done this he has allowed himself the indulgent 
enthusiasm in some respects that will infect the most sensible pub- 
licists at times, is a matter for reflection and examination. This, 
however, is a matter not within the scope of our subject; what 
interests more nearly today is the question: What is American 
thought? or, perhaps, Is there any? 

We rather think that we shall be told that there 1s American 
thought, and that there is a great deal of it, and that it is a very 
fine thought. Leaving untouched the broad margin of vociferation, 
we shall yet say that this answer would be no answer. When Mr. 
Bryce is commended as ambassador because he understands Amer- 
ican thought, it may mean that he is willing to dispense with much 
of the conventional formality of older civilizations, and so. under- 
standing can adapt himself to more untrammeled negotiation. Or 
ii may mean that he understands the trend of American thought, 
and, therefore, can calculate more accurately upon the necessities 
of any question he may have in hand. Or it may mean that, hav- 
ing examined with great care and ‘through scrupulous years the 
theory and practise of American popular government, he is the 
better able to weigh and judge the getieral political prepossessions 
that inform Americans, official and unofficial alike. But what is 
American thought ? 

When we use the word that is the important one in this edito- 
rial, we mean, through limitation of language, that body of opin- 
ions shown by acts that a people must exhibit in its daily national 
existence. If, then, we apply this rough definition to the question 
before us, and suppose that there is an American thought, based 
on conclusions drawn from concrete, daily example, can we say 
that there is any definite standard by which ofe can fix what is 
American thought? The opinions that were held on the great and 
broad issues of public and private polity in America in Washing- 
ton’s time are not held today by thousands that are now incorporate 
in the electorate. We make a point of this because the majority 
theory is now applied as never before; and because the fact that 
certain opinions on political subjects and on personal conduct are 
held by a minority by no means commends those opinions to the 
majority. This majority, having assumed a mastery in actual cast- 
ing of ballots and, what is more, in the impress of opinion, must 
be held, on its own terms, to be responsible for that opinion, that 
is to-say, its thought. If the reader has borne with us thus far, 
then he is brought to the point at issue: What is American thought? 

If one content one’s self in answering this question with ‘what 
Rufus Choate called the glittering and sounding generalities of 
the Declaration of Independence emphasis, will shout down solem- 
nity. If one glance over the works of the’distinguished public man 
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the praise of whom is so largely an] also justly founded on his 
book on America, he will soon perceive that a laborious study of 
the history of government, ancient and modern, fitted him for the 
work. It fitted him not only to write a book of which Americans 
and Englishmen can be proud, but to hold such a knowledge of 
law and respect for it that neither success nor disappointment in 
its enforcement can shake his faith in it, and by so much is he fitted 
to be a philosophical obsetver of American government. In other 
words, Mr. Bryce is hopeful because he knows that law is to be 
respected, not because he thinks that any good consequences can 
spring from not respecting the law—and we speak of law in the 
sense of that body of rules under the which men must whbserve the 
public and private rights of others. Let us then hope that this 
high diplomatic officer that has shown himself the servant of kind- 
ness, peace and wisdom, understands‘ American thought because he 
cam see in it a willingness to learn out of the great book of men’s 
history what he has learned, tinselfish respect for law. We con- 
ceive that the highest compliment must always have its price, that 
of desert; if men be not willing to give this return they become 
children Irstening to pleasant words.

Whatever measure 
of truth this indictment may have had a decade ago, it is less true 
now.. An enlarged and |revitalized Chamber of Commerce, the 
United. Improvement Associations, the “Boston-1915"" movement 
and kindred new societies have altered the outlook radically, so far 
as wide-visioned and energetic cooperative action for the city’s good 
is concerned; and there are projects under way for improvement 
of the city and harbor as a center for trafhe and commerce which 
call forth much local as well as foreign capital. 

The latest illustration of the awakening of the city’s men of 
means to their duties as local investors is the organization of the 
Industrial Development Company. It will be the agency of the 
Chamber of Commerce for paving the way for new business enter- 
prises, for inducing transfer to Boston of industries already estab- 
lished and for making possible expansion of small but promising 
business ventures already at work adding to the volume of local 
trade. The method to be employed in inducing new settlers is to 
arrange for concessions that will prove attractive, and to assure 
them and also persons already engaged in trade in the city that they 
will receive favorable treatment in banking circles, once the merit 
of their business is assured by investigation and indorsement by 
the company. Moreover, the officials of the company will have at 
their disposal a fund of “guaranteed credit,” amounting to halt 
a million dollars, which will be assignable, under carefully guarded 
but liberally conceived terms of loan, to such enterprises as may 
the chamber’s committee on _ industrial 
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be . recommended by 
development. 

The ethical core of the new plan is plain. The strong are 
to aid the weak. The entrenched are to welcome those who are 
clambering up the breastworks. Those who have won a footing 
are to help others to stand. Capital that has been earned locally 
is to be used to induce greater expansion of local trade and industry. 
And the Chamber of Commerce,. indirectly if not directly, 1s to 
enter the field of making loans to deserving local applicants or tos 
such foreign enterprises as only need a tangible evidence of Boston's 
interest to induce them to settle in the city.

their abode in Canada. It is because of the treatment of Hindus 
recently in the Dominion, and owing to what virtually amounts 
to an exclusive law against their incoming, that a petition to the 
imperial conference, in behalf of the rights of Indian subjects, has 
been drafted and will be presented. 

Were the power of the mother country over her larger colonies 
as it used to be, ‘such a petition might have some weight. © But 
imperial statesmen may be ever so certain that continuance of dis- 
crimination against Hindus by Canada and by South Africa will 
tend to add to the unrest in India and to a rising spirit of revolt 
there; but they now have no authority, other than moral suasion, 
to use in persuading contrary action, and the most they, cas hope 
to do by that is to soften: the rigors of the restrictive policy It 
is much the same with the anti-Asiatic attitude of, Australia, which 
it is difficult to reconcile with the British alliance with Japan. But 
here again no one rises to propose that the younger and smaller 
British political entity, Australia, shall give way to the larger and 
older one, Gréat Britain. 

On the other hand, it is obvious that differences in point of 
view between various sections of the empire need to be harmonized 
as far as possible, if there is to ‘be an impressive and influential 
imperial policy. If there is to be avoidance of continued ‘friction 
between the colonies and the mother land om matters affecting the 
political and social rights of non-Caucasian peoples, London; Ottawa, 
Melbourne and Cape Town need to see substantially alike. ) 
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
